Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  conditions 
of  the  Administrative  County  of  Anglesey,  together  with  a Summary  of  the  Reports  of  the  Medical  Officers 
of  Health  of  the  Urban  and  Rural  Sanitary  Districts  within  the  County,  for  the  vear  1925.

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a decrease  of  1.19  per  thousand  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
There  is  a decrease  of  1.05  per  thousand  in  the  Death  Rate. 


An  analysis  of  the  causes  of  Deaths  shows  that  the  largest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to 
Heart  Disease — 93  persons  died  of  Heart  Disease  ; 49  males  and  44  females. 

The  next  highest  mortality  was  due  to  Cancer  and  Malignant  Disease.  85  persons — 33  males  and 
52  females  died  of  Malignant  Disease  during  the  year. 

The  third  disease  to  cause  a high  mortality  was  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Apoplexy — which 
is  essentially  a disease  associated  with  Senility — 77  deaths  were  attributed  to  this  disease. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  Influenza  were  the  diseases  to  cause  the  next  highest  mortality.  52 
deaths  were  attributed  to  both  these  diseases. 


Only  one  death  was  due  to  Puerperal  Sepsis. 

I beg  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  interest  shown  in  the  work  of  Public  Health  by  all  Members 
of  the  Committee,  and  for  their  hearty  co-operation  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  health  of  the  County.

The  number  of  deaths  among  infants  before  completing  their  first  year  of  life  was  69,  which 
is  equivalent  to  80  per  1,000  registered  births  as  compared  with  96  in  1924  ; for  England  and  Wales  the 
rate  was  75.

There  have  been  no  special  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  prevalent  in  the  County.  The 
chief  occupation  likely  to  be  prejudicial  to  health  is  that  of  the  Silica  workers.  These  form  a very  small 
group  and  they  are  medically  examined  every  six  months.

One  bed  is  subsided  for  the  Treatment  of  Complicated  and  Difficult  Maternity  Cases. 

(4)  Infectious  Diseases. — Druid  Isolation  Hospital,  Bodffordd. 

This  Hospital  was  opened  in  January,  1923.  The  accommodation — in  addition  to  the  other 
necessary  premises,  e.g..  Laundry.  Disinfector,  Lighting  Plant,  Water  Pump,  etc. — consisted  of  the  Admin- 
istration Block  and  two  blocks  for  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  respectively.  It  has  been  decided  to  equip 
two  additional  Blocks,  one  of  which  will  be  used  as  an  Observation  Ward.  There  is  accommodation  at 
present  for  25  patients,  the  extensions  will  provide  accommodation  for  16  additional  patients.

Anti-diphtheriric,  Anti-meningococcic. 

These  are  distributed  upon  application,  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  County,  free  of  charge. 

Sterile  Diphtheria  Swabs  and  Outfits  for  Widal’s  Test  for  Typhoid  Fever  are  also  kept  at  the  Office 
and  supplied  upon  request  to  the  Medical  Practitioners. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Virol  Research  Laboratories,  London,  for  all  Swabs  sent  up 
by  Anglesey  Practitioners  to  be  examined  at  the  expense  of  the  Anglesey  County  Council.  Intimation  of 
a positive  result  is  sent  by  wire  to  the  Medical  Practitioner  concerned  and  by  letter  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer.

AMLWCH. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health — Dr.  Thomas  Jones. 

Water. — The  water  supplies  comprises  of  pumps,  wells,  springs,  and  water  from  the  drainings  of  the 
sub  soil.  There  are  22  public  wells,  7 covered  with  pumps.  7 covered  with  wooden  covers,  and  lined  with 
bricks,  and  eight  not  covered  but  well  protected.  The  new  Mynydd  Madyn  Well,  which  was  mentioned 
in  my  last  Report,  has  not  been  popular  with  the  public  generally.  The  water  was  analysed  on  two  occas- 
ions and  found  to  be  free  from  contamination  and  pollution. 

Closet  Accommodation. — There  are  but  few  closets  in  the  town,  which  are  directly  connected  with 
cesspools.  The  Sanitary  Authority  adopted  the  pail  system  years  ago,  which  becomes  more  popular  every 
year.  By  a resolution  of  the  Council,  the  householder  has  the  option  of  having  a pail  closet,  or  the  existing 
privy  to  remain,  if  he  or  she  has  an  open  ground  of  60  feet  from  the  dwelling  house.  The  Sanitary  pails 
are  removed  weekly  and  painted  periodically  with  tar.  The  refuse  is  buried  with  soil  and  lime  at  the  tip- 
ping ground,  and  eventually  carted  away  by  farmers  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Factory  and  Workshops. — There  are  three  Tobacco  Factories  in  the  District  and  twelve  Workshops. 
These  are  inspected  periodically  and  the  necessary  space  and  sanitary  conveniences  are  satisfactory.

The  privies  at  the  National  School  were  during  the  year  converted  into  pail  closets  where  there  are 
five  pails  in  use,  which  are  removed  and  exchanged  with  clean  pails  weekly. 

8 dwelling  houses  were  disinfected,  and  all  bedding  at  two  of  these  premises  were  burnt. 

BEAUMARIS. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health— Dr.  E.  R.  Thomas. 

Water  Supply. — I have  already  submitted  to  you  reports  on  the  water  supply,  which  is  as  you  are 
well  aware  in  a deplorable  condition  and  quite  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  last  analysis  of  the  water,  and  a good  many  previous  ones,  proved  the  water  to  be  most  unsatis- 
factory. and  called  for  my  immediate  action  in  notifying  the  public  to  boil  the  water  before  drinking. 

I quite  appreciate  the  difficulty  you  are  in  re  the  purchase  of  the  Water  Shed.  It  will  be  a great 
relief  to  me  when  this  is  accomplished,  when  we  can  with  proper  filtration  supply  the  public  with  a pure 
and  w'holesome  drinking  water. 

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

House  Refuse. — The  removal  of  house  refuse  and  scavenging  is  still  undertaken  by  the  Town  Coun- 
cil and  is  under  my  supervision.  Collections  are  made  three  times  a week  and  carried  to  the  dumping  at 
the  Point.  Distance  about  a mile  from  the  town. 

Housing.- — There  has  been  one  new  house  built  during  the  year.  A large  garage  has  been  built  on 
the  site  of  the  dilapidated  house  known  as  Holland  House,  thus  removing  both  an  eyesore  and  a source 
of  nuisance.  One  case  of  overcrowding  was  dealt  with  by  exchanging  houses. 

Public  Slaughter  House. — The  public  slaughter  house  has  been  inspected  daily  and  is  in  a satisfactory 
state.  Iron  Bins  have  been  provided  for  storing  the  offal  and  the  removal  of  same. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  a large  cattle  lair  has  been  provided  by  converting  the  stable  and  cartshed, 
thus  doing  away  with  the  cruelty  of  having  cattle  tied  up  in  the  slaughter  house  whilst  other  beasts  are 
being  slaughtered. 

Nuisances. — 115  cases  of  nuisances  have  been  reported  and  attended  to,  and  abated  on  personal 
representations  being  made  to  the  persons  causing  the  nuisances. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — I have  to  report  that  the  ejectors  are  not  giving  the  satisfaction  anticipated 
after  last  year’s  overhauling,  the  vital  parts  of  the  ejectors  are  worn  out  and  they  are  incapable  to  meet  the 
present  day  requirements. 

The  Town  Council  acting  on  my  report  have  sanctioned  the  renewal  of  the  two  sets  of  ejectors,  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health  have  also  sanctioned  a loan  of  £520  to  carry  out  the  work. 

Disinfection. — In  accordance  with  your  instructions  12  houses  have  been  fumigated  and  disinfected. 
The  public  have  been  supplied  with  disinfectants  free  of  charge. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order— 1 have  made  periodically  inspections,  as  previously 
reported  the  Dairies  and  Milkshops  on  the  whole  are  satisfactory,  but  the  Rural  cowsheds  are  lacking  with 
regard  to  proper  ventilation,  light,  air  space  and  satisfactory  drainage. 
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HOLYHEAD. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health — Dr.  T.  W.  Clay. 


Inspection  of  Houses  in  the  District. — A number  of  old  houses  will  have  to  be  condemned  but  this 
cannot  be  done  before  at  least  a hundred  working  men’s  dwellings  are  provided. 


Inspection  of  Cowhouses , Slaughterhouses,  Bakehouses,  Market  and  Workshops.— As  will  be  seen  in 
the  Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  these  places  have  been  visited  and  inspected  and  74  notices  and 
letters  sent,  also  many  personal  interviews.  The  notices  mostly  concerned  nuisances,  provision  of  proper 
water  supply,  converting  privies  to  W.C’s  and  general  repairs  to  premises.

It  is  unfortunate  that  Diphtheria  should  occur  every  year  in  the  District.  31  cases  were  notified, 
fortunately  there  has  never  been  a widespread  epidemic  of  this  disease  in  the  District.  It  is  spread  by 
the  mild  ambulatory  cases  which  parents  often  mistake  for  Mumps  and  the  children  often  attend  school 
right  through  the  course  of  the  disease. 


The  Water  Supply. — The  question  of  the  quality  of  the  water  was  also  considered  and  a copy  of  a 
report  of  the  analysis  of  a sample  sent  by  the  Waterworks  Company  was  considered  by  your  Committee. 
The  Committee  accepted  the  report  as  satisfactory  and  no  recommendation  was  made  to  send  any  further 
samples  for  analysis. 

Analysis. — The  following  samples  were  taken  for  analysis  : — Fish  Paste  2,  Fresh  Milk  16,  Lemon 
Cheese  1,  Coffee  Essence  1,  Fresh  Butter  2,  Tinned  Fruit  2,  Lemon  Squash  2,  Sausages  1. 

Disinfecting .- — Thirty  six  (36)  houses  were  disinfected  after  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

Cowhouses,  Slaughterhouses,  Bakehouses,  Markets  and  Workshops. — Inspections  were  made  of  the 
above.  Seventy  four  (74)  notices  and  letters  were  sent  to  abate  nuisances,  provide  water  supply,  convert 
privies  into  W.C’s.  and  carry  out  repairs,  in  addition  to  personal  interviews  regarding  complaints. 

Forty  three  (43)  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  within  the  Urban  Area,  the  drains  of 
which  were  connected  to  the  sewers  direct.  Drain  of  one  bungalow  discharging  into  a cesspool  was  relaid 
and  connected  to  sewer. 


Inspections  of  houses  were  made  in  Swift  Square,  Church  Lane,  College  Lane,  Waterside,  Llaingoch, 
and  Harp  Street.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water. — Insufficiency  of  supply  and  defective  reservoir. 

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Drains  in  the  town  area  have  been  connected  to  the  main  sewer  and 
further  facilities  are  given  by  the  recent  extension  of  sewers.  The  Settling  Tank  receiving  the  sewerage 
from  the  town  is  cleansed  monthly  and  the  overflow  discharges  into  tidal  waters. 

Closet  Accommodation. — The  number  of  closets  which  remain  on  the  Conservatory  System  is  176, 
80  of  these  are  situated  in  the  rural  area,  and  are  not  within  the  reach  of  the  sewer,  one  privy  has  been  con- 
verted into  a water  closet,  bringing  the  number  of  water  closets  remaining  to  289. 

Scavenging . — The  removal  of  house  refuse  and  scavenging  is  undertaken  by  the  Council.  The  refuse 
is  deposited  in  a tipping  ground  suitably  situated  at  a distance  of  about  2 miles  from  town.  The  question 
of  providing  better  and  more  efficient  arrangements  for  the  cleansing  of  earth  closets  is  being  considered 
by  the  Council. 

Inspection  of  Area. — The  number  of  inspections  during  the  year  was  400,  the  nature  of  which  were 
the  inspection  of  food  places,  including  slaughterhouses  and  the  general  inspection  of  premises.  The  number 
of  informal  notices  served  during  the  year  was  30,  and  these  were  complied  with,  also  one  Statutory  Notice 
which  was  served  was  complied  with. 
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MENAI  BRIDGE.

Cancer. — It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  rate  for  this  year  is  again  low,  and  that  there  has  been  no 
recurrence  like  the  District’s  “ black  year  ” of  1923. 

There  is  still  a considerable  amount  of  research  work  going  on  with  regard  to  the  origin,  etc.  of  this 
malady,  and  certain  discoveries  have  been  made.  But  at  present  surgical  interference  in  the  early  satge 
of  the  growth  still  offers  the  most  hopeful  chance  of  cure  to  sufferers.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed 
upon  the  public,  that  so  far  as  is  present  known,  cancer  never  attacks  a healthy  organ  : and  that  it  is,  in 
consequence  of  the  greatest  importance  to  keep  all  the  bodily  functions  in  as  healthy  a state  as  possible, 
particularly  as  regards  the  digestive  functions — the  ingestion  of  suitable  food,  and,  most  essential  of  all,  pro- 
per elimination.  Like  any  other  machine  which  is  required  to  work  efficiently,  the  human  machine  must 
be  kept  clean,  given  proper  fuel  and  proper  lubricating  oil,  and  not  overloaded. 

Social  Conditions  and  Occupations,  etc.  in  relation  to  Public  Health. — In  consequence  of  the  absence 
of  manufactures  and  other  industrial  trades,  the  health  of  the  inhabitants  is  not  influenced  by  any  par- 
ticular occupation.  Taken  on  the  whole  the  health  of  the  people  is  uniformly  good,  the  majority 
of  the  deaths  being  among  elderly  people  who  form  the  numerical  superiority.  In  consequence  of  the  latter 
fact  the  birth  rate  of  the  area  is  always  somewhat  below  that  of  the  country  generally. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — This  is  by  a system  of  Gravitation,  all  drainage  and  sewerage  being  dischar- 
ged into  the  Menai  Straits  by  4 outlet  pipes.  This  has  proved  quite  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

Scavenging . — It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  how  deleterious  and  prejudical  to  public  health 
the  presence  of  such  refuse  and  garbage,  near  dwellings  can  be — not  only  directly  from  the  odour  given  off, 
lowering  vitality  and  paving  the  way  to  septic  throats  or  worse,  but  also  indirectly,  by  attracting  flies,  rats, 
mice  and  other  vermin. 

Closet  Accommodation. — Altogether,  in  both  the  sparsely  and  more  thickly  populated  part  of  the 
area  there  are  about  68  privies,  of  these  privies  about  16  are  situated  in  the  more  thickly  populated  part  of 
the  town.  And  while  of  this  16,  about  11  are  situated  too  high  up  the  hill  to  allow  any  force  of  wrater  for 
water  closets,  there  are  unfortunately  a few  in  the  town  itself,  and  where  neighbouring  houses  are  provided 
with  water  closets. 

Housing. — Since  the  War  16  new  houses  have  been  erected  by  the  Local  Authority  under  the  Govern- 
ment Scheme,  but  this  has  not  been  sufficient  to  remedy  the  present  day  shortage.  And  there  are  still 
houses  being  occupied  whicli  were  condemned  and  should  have  been  closed  years  ago.  But  in  the  absence 
of  alternative  accommodation  nothing  can  be  done  in  the  way  of  alleviation.  Systematic  inspections, 
however,  are  made,  to  ensure  the  best  conditions  for  inmates. 
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RURAL. 


AETHWY.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTORS. 

Water  Supply. — The  water  supplies  throughout  the  district  have  been  periodically  inspected. 
Improvements  are  to  be  carried  out  at  an  early  date  to  the  Glanllys  Well,  Gaerwen,  the  well  is  to  be  covered 
with  concrete,  and  a new  pump  and  manhole  to  be  provided.  A new  pump  to  the  Rhosgaer  Well,  Llan- 
ddaniel,  and  a committee  has  been  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  water  supply  for  Malltraeth.  The 
supply  throughout  the  year  has  been  adequate.  Eight  samples  of  water  have  been  taken  and  sent  to  the 
County  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis,  with  the  following  result  : — three  of  the  samples  were  found  to  be 
below  the  standard.  Generally  speaking  the  wells  throughout  the  district  are  kept  fairly  clean.  The 
supply  of  water  has  been  sufficient  in  quantity  and  several  wells  have  been  protected,  repaired  and  cleansed. 
During  the  last  five  years  many  improvements  have  been  made  fo  the  water  supplies  in  the  district.  The 
whole  question  of  a better  water  supply  to  all  parts  of  your  district  is  under  consideration. 

Sewerage. — All  the  existing  sewers  were  periodically  inspected.  It  is  proposed  to  carry  out  certain 
improvements  to  the  sewer  of  Malltraeth.  The  drainage  and  sewerage  at  Llanfair  P.G.  will  be  improved 
at  an  early  date. 

Scavenging . — There  is  no  system  of  scavenging  in  your  district. 

Housing. — Improvements  cannot  be  expected  until  the  working  -classes  are  provided  with  suitable 
accommodation.  Several  small  cottages  have  been  bought  by  the  tenants  who  are  not  in  good  financial 
position  to  carry  out  repairs.  There  is,  nevertheless,  an  improvement  in  standard  of  cleanliness  and  good 
progress  has  been  made  in  tenants  becoming  houseproud.  However,  there  is  still  room  for  improvement. 

Disinfecting . — The  disinfection  is  carried  out  by  spraying  or  fumigation.  All  washable  articles  are 
placed  in  a strong  disinfectant  solution,  afterwards  boiled  and  washed.  The  walls,  floors  and  furniture 
are  thoroughly  cleansed  and  the  rooms  well  ventilated.  All  mattresses  are  disinfected,  some  being  des- 
troyed, others  being  passed  through  a steam  disinfector  in  a neighbouring  district. 

DWYRAN. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health — Dr.  E.  Lloyd  Owen. 

Water  Supply. — Many  of  the  water  supplies  of  the  district  are  very  inferior,  consisting  of  shafts, 
and  some  of  them  not  lined  or  defectively  so.  Failing  the  evolution  of  a workable  plan  for  the  supply  of 
the  whole  district  from  one  source  (even  should  it  be  situated  across  the  Menai  Straits  in  the  hills  of  Caer- 
narvonshire), more  shafts  should  be  sunk,  and  the  existing  ones  lined  or  relined.  The  question  of  lead 
contamination  by  water  possessing  plum  bo-solvent  action  does  not  arise.  The  wells  and  shafts  should 
be  cleaned  every  three  months  at  the  least.  Pumps  should  be  fixed  on  open  wells. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.— Extensions  of  the  sewers  are  wanted  at  Newborough.  Also  improvements 
at  Llangaffo  and  Brynsiencyn.  The  Surveyor  has  sunmitted  a scheme  for  improving  the  outfall  at  the 
latter  place. 

Public  Scavenging. — At  Brynsiencyn,  Dwyran,  Llangaffo  and  Newborough,  the  scavenging  should 
be  done  at  more  frequent  intervals  and  in  greater  detail.  The  present  system  is  to  clear  the  villages  twice 
a year. 

Housing. — There  is  a shortage  of  reasonably  habitable  workmen’s  dwellings  throughout  the  district. 

This  makes  it  well  nigh  impossible  to  make  Closing  Orders  on  unfit  houses. 

TWRCELYN. 

Medical  Officer  of  Health — Dr.  Thomas  Jones. 

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Water  Supply.- — The  inhabitants  of  the  district  are  adequately  supplied  with  water  from  pumps, 
wells,  springs  and  water  from  the  drainage  of  the  subsoil.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  have  paid 
considerable  attention  to  this  matter  during  the  year.  This  is  a difficult  question  in  a scattered  Rural  area 
and  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  Parish  Councils  should  cover  the  public  wells  and  connect  them  by  pipes 
to  forcing  pumps  some  distance  from  the  wells  ; our  suggestions  have  already  been  carried  out  by  the  Llan- 
fechell  Parish  Council  in  the  case  of  a well  which  I had  pronounced  unsatisfactory.  I received  complaints 
of  the  water  from  the  Moelfre  pump,  but  the  sample  sent  to  the  analyst  was  found  to  be  satisfactory.  I 
also  had  a consultation  with  the  members  of  the  Llanerchymedd  Parish  Council  re  the  Highgate  Well  and 
I suggested  the  adoption  of  the  pump  policy  here.  The  well  at  Penybryn,  Cemaes  Bay,  has  been  condemned 
on  account  of  the  report  of  the  analyst.  On  the  whole  the  water  supply  is  satisfactory,  although  a few  of  the 
smaller  wells  are  liable  to  pollution  by  animals,  etc. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — Defects  occurred  in  the  main  drain  at  Llanerchymedd,  and  also  the  stream 
running  at  the  back  of  Wellington  Street,  were  attended  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  are  now  in  good 
working  condition.  Other  smaller  drains  were  attended  to  as  occasion  arose.  During  the  year  I received 
no  complaints  about  the  cesspools  situated  on  the  foreshore  at  Cemaes  Bay. 
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Closet  Accommodation. — The  majority  are  earth  closets,  and  a systematic  inspection  of  the  district 
was  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  some  time  ago.  Every  owner  was  instructed  to 
provide  a suitable  privy,  and  with  very  few  exceptions,  these  orders  were  complied  with.  In  the  villages 
of  Cemaes,  Benllech,  and  Llanerchymedd,  there  are  several  water  closets  which  are  directly  connected  either 
with  a drain  or  cesspool.  Notices  were  given,  in  a few  instances,  to  cleanse  certain  cesspools. 

Scavenging . — The  arrangements  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  the  cleansing  of 
earth  closets,  privies,  ashpits  and  cesspools  in  the  area,  is  carried  out  by  the  individual  householders.  The 
Parish  Councils  of  Llanerchymedd  and  Cemaes  Bay  employ  a Street  Scavenger.

Cowsheds. — The  cowsheds  in  connection  with  the  dairy  work  are  also  inspected  together  with  the 
Dairies,  the  required  Register  being  kept  and  Certificates  of  Registration  issued.  Periodical  visits  and 
examination  of  the  utensils,  cans,  etc.  Milk  cans  at  Railway  Stations  in  district  inspected  in  their  transit 
to  and  from  the  wholesale  producers  of  the  district.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR, 

Water  Supply. — The  provision  of  an  adequate  supply  of  good  drinking  water  for  villages  in  the 
district  is  engaging  our  earnest  attention. 

Water  from  four  public  wells  was  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year.  Three  were  condemned. 

Of  these  three,  one  has  been  remedied,  the  second  has  been  abolished,  and  the  third,  an  alternative 
supply  had  has  to  be  found.  After  blasting  through  rock  to  a depth  of  about  40  feet,  a satisfactory  supply 
has  been  found  for  Pengarnisiog. 

Numerous  other  wells  have  been  cleaned  and  repaired  so  as  to  provide  good  drinking  water  in  diff- 
erent localities. 

Four  villages  are  yet  without  a satisfactory  supply,  viz  : — Rhosneigr,  Bryndu,  Bodedern  and  Llan- 
fachreth.  At  the  former  there  is  a crying  need  for  a good  public  supply,  especially  as  the  sewerage  scheme 
is  in  working  order.  We  hope  something  will  be  done  soon  to  alleviate  this  matter.  At  Bryndu,  your  staff 
are  at  the  moment  grappling  with  the  problem.  At  Bodedern,  an  old  supply  has  been  put  in  order.  At 
Llanfachreth.  the  alternative  supply  is  in  process  of  completion. 

The  Sewerage  Scheme  at  Rhosneigr  has  been  completed  and  all  houses  with  a private  water  supply 
are  being  gradually  connected  up  to  the  mains.
